One can imagine the consternation that would be created in Western 
Canada if it were predicted that the time is coming within the ken of the | 
present generation when the prairies and the foothills of the Rocky Moun- | 
tains will be denuded of much if not all of its feathered and furred life; | 
when a game bird would be literally a rara avis and when the appearance 
of @ fur-bearing animal would be so uncommon as to occasion a newspaper | 
paragraph } 

To many people such a prospect is unthinkable and to all lovers of 
nature and the great outdoors such a possibility is’ Almost too painful to 
mention, yet there are evidences that a disaster of this magnitude may not 
be altogether imaginative. 

Such evidence was forthcoming at a recent meeting in Regina, Saskat- 
chewan, under the auspices of the Fish and Game League, when a hundred 
participants in a contest which called for suggestions for better measures) 
tor the conservation of wild life were unanimous on one thing, and that | 
was that there is a noticeable decline this year in the number of migratory | 
birds visiting the province and that this decline has been going on for a 
number of years, : 

The evidence was not only applicable to the game birds in whff> the) 
sportsmen were primarily interested, but extended to the feathered song- 
stere which annually gladden the hearts of residents of city and country. It 
was stated that they, too, are dwindling in numbers and that their disap- | 
pearance is only a question of time unless the sportsmen and nature lovers 
arouse themselves to take the necessary steps to prevent a great disaster.

A Practical Idea 


While opinion as to the dwindling numbers of the denizens of woods 
and open prairies was unanimous, methods which might effectively be 
applied to stem the process of ultimate elimination were many and varied. | 
Among them were proposals that bag limits be reduced, op¢n seasons be 
shortened, a closed season of one or two for all Wild life, except of 
the predatory varietics, be imposed, that game laws be more strictly en-| 
forced, and others, 

But one of the most intriguing and perhaps practical proposals came | 
in the form of a suggestion that provision be made for the establishment 
of a wild life sanctuary of one section of land in every township, coupled 


| 


with the advocacy of the use of this square mile of land, enclosed by a single | to the formation of excess uric acid. 


line barbed wire fence, for practical studies in wild life and manifestations 
of nature by the students of the schools within the township. 

Such a suggeston is worthy of some serious consideration, for it gets 
close to the roots of the problem—the value of education as a means of 
conserving wild life, the inculcation of love of bird and, beast and fish, to-| 
gether with the development of true sportsmanship and the protective spirit 
which is inherent in all who observe Nature with understanding and learn | 
to admire her ways. 

What child, for example, who has watched the skill with which the 
parent birds skilfully construct their nests and the loving care they expend) 
in hatching and rearing their young would wish to wantonly destroy the 
fruits of their pleasure and Knowledge? What child to whom the mysteries 
of Nature have been revealed first hand jn this manner would want,,when 
he becomes a man, to take life unnecessarily or to butcher in wholesale) 
manner?

» A Certain Sequence 

Yes, education will do much to preserve, not only for the present gen-| 
eration but for those yet unborn, the magnificent heritage which has been | 
bequeathed to us by Nature. To know and to understand is to admire and 
to admire is to protect. Jt is a sequence which is as unalterable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians. | 

Coincident with the establishment of small but innumerable sanctuaries, 
restrictive measures might also be applied in connection with campaigns for 
the slaughter of predatory birds abd mammals, such as the crow, the magpie | 
and the gopher. 

It is essential, of course, that those species which prey on desirable 
varieties or which take heavy toll of crops be destroyed, but children should 
not. be encouraged to take part in such campaigns without proper super- 
vision, lest it lead to indiscriminate destruction of good and bad alike.

Seeking to stimulate Canada's egg 
trade with the United Kingdom, the 
Trade and Commerce Department 
and Canadian exporters are arrang- 
ing for a tie-up between the Domin- 
ion’s display of eggs at the Glasgow 
exhibition and commercial shipments 
of fresh eggs arriving in Britain at 
the exhibition's opening. 

Three carloads of fresh, grade A 
Canadian eggs will be on the British 
market in this month. Each car will 
contain 500 cases of 30 dozen each. 

consignment follows shipments 
of winter-produced fresh eggs earlier 
in the year. 

One carload from the Canadian 
poultry pool, Winnipeg, will be sent 
from Montreal. Another from the 
same source will be shipped along 
with one from the co-operative ¢gg 
grading stations in eastern Ontario. 
Negotiations now are underway for 
further shipments. 

The three carloads are going to 
one buyer, Henry Noble and Son, of 
Glasgow, for distribution to the 
larger retail ‘shops in the Glasgow 
area. Arrangements are being made 
through the Trade and Commerce 
Department for the stores to make 
special shop displays of the Canadian 
product. Particulars will be avail- 
able at the booth in the Canadian 
pavilion in the exhibition where the 
eggs may be obtained,

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Civil Service Control 

Promising Fielé For Cutting Downs 
Governmental Costs 

Personnel control in provincial and 
municipal administrations was held 
up by the Citizens’ Research Insti- 
tute of Canada as a promising field 
for cutting governmental costs and 
improving imental efficiency. 

The ities for substantial im- 
provement were suggested in the 
fact the provinces now spend $40,- 
000,000 a year on salaries and wages 
and the municipalities $150,000,000. 
The Dominion payroll is. $85,000,000 

“Any attempt to secure effitienty 
and economy in government without 
careful study of this important as- 
pect.of public affairs would be fu- 
tile,” the institute asserted in its 


, submission to the Royal Commission 


on Dominion-Provincial Relations. 

“The efficiency of government, like 
every other human undertaking, de- 
pends on the individual and group 
efficiency of its employees and man- 
agement. The annual reports of the 
Civil Service Commission of Canada 
constitute a record of achievement 
in the field of personne! administra- 
tion.” 


In only two or three provinces 


could anything approaching the 
record of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion be found, although recent de- 


province had a Civil Service Com- 
mission like that in the Federal -field, 
establishing standards and eligible 
lists for municipal employment as 
well as provincial, “Canada would 
have taken a long stép forward in 
setting her house in order,” the in- 
stitute said. 

Tt suggested the ‘ ‘professionaliz- 
ing” of municipal services, the pro- 
motion of officers from one muniei- 
pality to another to establish muni- 
cipal service as a career, the gradual 
elimination of favoritism and local 
politics from appointments and the 
setting up of a sound ‘pensions

“In provincial-municipal field, 
much will have to be done if*Canada 
is to have an @fficient and economic 
public service,” the institute said. 
“Any. nation-wide inquiry which does 
not give adequate attention to this 
field must fall short of a nation-wide 
plan of public economy.”

Question Of Retirement Age 

A high official of the justice de- 
partment said that the department 
was studying the question of a re- 
tirement plan for judges of the 
supreme courts of the provinces, but 

declined to state whether “arly 
specific proposal would be placed be- 
fore parliament. 

“Every year such representations 
are made to. the government and 
given all due consideration,” he said. 
The question was not new and had 
been discussed by previous govern- 

ts. 

Any legislation would not make 
retirement compulsory, he added. 
Under terms of the British North 
America Act judges of the supreme 
courts of the provinces are appointed 
for life. 

A retirement age of 75 years has 
been suggested. This already applies 
to judges of the Supreme Court of 
Canada and the Exchequer Court of 


Canada, both under federal jurisdic.

Young Folk Worry 


Troubles Of Many Kinds Beset The 
Young People 

In this day and age of care-free 
youth it would seem impossible that 
there &re any young people given to 
worry, and yet such seems to be the 
cage. a 

Dr. James Page of the University 
of Rochester, conducted a survey 
that throws a disturbing light on the 
mental reactions of youth. Worries 
of many different kinds beset these 
young people who might be taken as 
a fair cross-section of the young 
people of the nation. It was found 
that a certain number of the girls 
were distressed because they thought 
they were not popular, About ten 
per cent, of male and female students 
had a fear of death. Three per cent. 
of the boys worried because they 
thought they might be adopted chil- 
dren. A large mumber of both sexes 
were distressed by the fear that they 
would have no‘financial security in 
the world. Some were disturbed by 
the possibility of assuming responsi- 
bilities after graduation; a number 
worried over the circumstance that 
they would have to support their par- 
ents in old age. Two “per cent. of 
the men and four per cent. of the 
women had a horror of going insane. 


One of the unfortunate fea- 
tures, however, is the fact that youth 
dislike telling about their fears. They 
are akin to the older folk whe do not 
go to the doctor for fear they will 
learn what is the matter with them. 
Some reaction is apparently neces- 
sary. It is possible that the achools of 
the land would be the proper place to 
instill into the minds worry preventa- 
tive knowledge. Short lectures on 
worry, its cause and cure, might not 
be amiss; at least they would work 
well into the new curriculum under 
which students are taught to think 
for themselves rather than to accept 
that which they read or hear as 
truth.-St. Catharines Standard.

George Barnard Died In New York

George Grey Barnard, 74,

Great Britain's average citizen 
with a $2,500 a year job in a city

a bad season to look for imports. 
And some of the competitors which 
the Dominion feared most not long
